SECRETARY DANIELS 0PPO8ES TWO-THIRDS 
AND THE UNIT RULES IN PARTY MEETINGS 
Secretary Daniels, member of President Wilson's cabi­ 
net, Wednesday opened in Columbus, Ohio, n campaign 
for the abolition of the two-thirds and the units rules in 
Democratic national conventions. These two rules have 
come in for a great deal of criticism for several years, 
but only recently has such a determined effoit been made 
to rid the party of them. 
The present opposition, can be traced very easily back 
to the New York convention in 1924. 
If there ever was 
any kind convention, conference or meeting of any nature, 
political or otherwise, which showed an incompetency in 
functioning, it was the New York gathering of Demo­ 
cratic delegates.

Whether or not the elimination of the twoj-iblrds rulej 
and the unit rcrte, or either, would bring about greater 
harmony in Democratic circles is a doubtful question, The 
Daily believes.
